DEAR POLLY — Can you tell me how to clean a man­ 
made fur coat successfully? — MRS. L.P. 
DEAR MRS. L.P. — If the coat is reasonable new there 
may be a tag in an inconspicuous spot that will tell you what 
to do in the way of cleaning. If so, follow to the letter. If 
not, you should take your coat to a reputable cleaner and 
tell him the “fur” is man-made. If he seems vague about 
the cleaning take it to someone else. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Since I find the Pointers so helpful and time­ 
saving I want to repay all that help by making an offering, too. 
First, I want to thank you and Betty for telling us about how she 
used that spray for spots and stains on clothing to clean her 
carpet. It was very timely for me. I had a bad grease spot on a 
rug and the spray worked like a charm on it. 
I suggest that Mrs. I.D.W. use green deodorant soap on her 
husband’s sweater that smells of diesel oil and I think the odor 
will disappear. Cive it a good soaping and rinse well. I use this 
soap for removing almost any odor and it has worked well on 
most everything. 
Also, I would like to *RM rs. E S. that my sister-in-law had 
grease spots on her raw w8ou kitchen cabinets. She used a strong 
liquid household cleaned to wash them off. They came out 
spotless and then took the finish w ell/— G.B. 
DEAR POLLY — When one o f the girls in our office complain­ 
ed about grease spots on her kitchen paneling I suggested that she 
use a starch paste to remove them. She used spray starch and is 
very pleased with the results. 
Another use for small pieces of leftover yarn is a pot holder. I 
received one as a gift that was made with a white, flannel-lined 
garden glove. The palms and fingers were covered with tufts, 
each made of eight strands of yarn cut two inches long. They 
were sewn with strong thread through the middle and to the glove 
to make the one inch tufts. Different colors were used. The last 
tuft sewn on each finger reached the tip of the finger. On the 
other side “fingernails” were painted with red art paint and a 
“ring” was painted around the ring finger with a pretty button 
sewn on as the stone in the ring. These are so pretty and useful,

regular schools that if they 
weren’t on the football team 
or in the band or par­ 
ticipating some other way 
then they were nobody, and 
they’d get out in the hall and 
raise cain in order to get 
attention. 
“ We don’t put teachers on 
hall duty or lunchroom duty. 
And I don’t care if you’re the 
deputy administrator of the 
school system, you don’t 
break in our lunch lines. 
Everybody is equal. The kids 


k n o w this, they appreciate it 
and they respond to it.” 
Metro accepts students 
who are bonafide dropouts, 
girls who are pregnant, 
students with disciplinary 
problems and those who 
can’t cope emotionally with 
the 
pressures 
of 
over­ 
crowded classrooms. 
‘ ‘ W e ’ r e 
s t r i c t l y 
academic,” Pugh said. 
I 
once had 600 boys I ’d see two 
or three times a week for an 
hour at a time when I was a 
P.E . 
(physical education) 
instructor at another high 
school. 
“ I was as concerned then 
as I am now, but I didn t 
even 
get to know 
their 
names, much less their 
problems, unless they were 
getting into trouble. 
“ I know every kid in this 
school, and they know me. 
Every course is taught on 
three levels, modified for the 
weak and average, and a 
strong course for the gifted. 
We want to challenge the 
gifted. We want to let the 
slow learners realize some 
success. 
“ There are no lectures. 
There is no home work 
assigned and none accepted. 
There is no embarrassment. 
All work is done in the 
classroom and graded by the 
teacher in writing and kept 
in their permanent folder. 
They work at their own rate 
and accomplish something.” 
Pugh says discipline is not 
a problem. 
“ We tell our kids that in 
order to have this much 
freedom they have to be 
mature enough to face 
responsibility,” Pugh said. 
“ There are no bells and no 
set schedules. This allows 
them to continue to work if 
they 
have 
jobs. 
All 
regimentation is eliminated. 
It’s a library atmosphere. 
There’s something about an 
open area concept that 
causes people to quiet down 
just like they were walking 
into a library. 
“ If a kid wants to get up 
and leave the room to get a 
Coke or go to the bathroom, 
he doesn’t hold up his hand 
and ask permission. He just 
gets up and goes.” 
The Metro school opened 
in 1970 in leased space in an 
abandoned lumber yard in 
downtown Dallas. The idea 
of flexible schedules, flexible 
rates of progress and in­ 
dividualized 
instruction 
caught on rapidly. The first 
school was primarily for 
dropouts aged 16-21. Most 
worked, 
many 
were 
married. 
“ Our first year capacity 
grew to 200 (at Metro East, 
the original campus),” Pugh 
said. “ The next year we 
opened Metro West with a 
capacity of 350, and by 
midyear it was filled. The 
third year two more units 
opened, downtown Crozier 
with a capacity of 450 and 
Metro South with a capacity 
of 300.”
